Teller Calls the President’s Fondness 
‘for Eogan Disgraceful—Not a 
Senator Spoke ‘n Defense | 
of the President and 
Gen. Eagan. 


Washington, January .14.—In the senate 
today Mr. Teller, of Colorado, speaking 
to an amendment he has offered to the 
army reorganization bill, delivered a sen- 
Sationa] denunciation of General Eagan, 
former commissary general of the United 
States army. His statement inc!uded also 
the administration for its action in retir- 
ing General Fagan. Absolutely no preg- 


ress was made with the army measure 
today, not a single amendment being dis- | 


posed of finally. 

The pending question at the opening of 
the-session was an amendment offered by 
Mr. Bacon, of Georgla, striking out that 
provir.ion of the bill authorizing the pres- 
ident to increase the number of non- 
commissioned! officers and privates in any 
troop of cavalry. 

Mr. Bacon declared that both the letter 
and spirit of the constitution were op- 
posed to the idea of conferring upon the 
president discretionary authority to in- 
crease the size of the army. Such power 
was vested only in congress and the 
transfer of such authority was a depart- 
ure “from the principles fixed by a hun- 
drai years of American history. 

After some desultory discussion Mr. Ba- 
con withdrew his amendment and offered 
anothar, introducing the words “during 
the present exigency of the service,"’ so 
that the clause would read: 

“Provided. that the ovresident. during 
the wnresent exigency of the service, in 
b's Aiscretion. may increase the number 
of corporils in anv troop of cavalry to 
eleht and the number of privates to sev- 
enty-six.”’ 

Discussing the nhrase, ‘‘exigency of the 
setvice,’"’ Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, said 
‘ha, Bresumed it was i idea 

at we* In the Phiinnines.” 

May Necd Troops in Cuba. 

Mr. Mallory, of Florida. said it was pos- 
sible an exigency might arise for the use 
“of an army in Cuba. 

Spéakine of the amendment last offered 
by Mr. Bacon, Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, 
maintained that the army of 58,000, the 
minimum size fixed by the pending meas- 
ure, was not a large force in all the cir- 
cumstances. In view of the necessitv 
for carrying coast fortifications, and in 
view, too. of the probable early construc- 
tion of the Nicaragvan canal, every soal- 
dier provided for in the present bill would 
be needed. 

With reference to the conferring of au- 
thority upon the president to increase the 
size of the army within a maximum limit, 
Mr. Foraker declared “it is not only not 
a departure from principle, but it is dis- 
tinctly in line with precedents,’’ citing 
several, He asserted that the adoption 
of the amendment of Mr. Bacon would 
destroy the flexibility of the army and 
do away with what, to him, was the 
most attractive feature of the bill, 

Mr. Allison declared there was no pur- 
pose in the pending bil! to pass the au- 
thority of congtess to the president. Con- 
gress always would have the situation 
in hand. It would be able at any time 
to increase or decrease the size of the 
army. The power conferred by the Dill 
upon the president could be exercised 
only with the consent of congress. 

“Tf congress agrees ith the president,” 
said Mr. Allison, ‘it will appropriate for 
such an army as he may deem expedient, 
but if it should not agree with him it will 
determine for itself how large:an army 
it will make appropriations for.” 

Mr. Hawley agpealed to the senate to 
cease discussion and pass the bill. 
“Twenty thousand men.’ said he. “will 
have to cross the Pacific before the Ist 
of July and yet senators here are dis- 
cussing matters that were settled long 
ago. I beg vou to let this bill go through 
and to start the work of ‘raising troops 
to relieve the boys in the Philippines.’’ 

Mr. Spooner, of Wisconsin. advocated 
conferring wpon the president greatef 
discretionary authority to increase the 
size of the army. 

Mr. Mallory said he could see no reason 
why congress should take ‘‘the dangerous 
and unprecedented step contemplated by 
the. bill.”” He attacked particularly the 
power conferred pon the president to 
increase the strength of the army. 

A bill changing the time of holding the 
circuit and district courts in the north- 
eastern division of the eastern district of 
Tennessee was passed and further discus- 
sion of the Bacon amendment postponed 
until tomorrow. 

Teller Denounces Eagan. 

An amendment was offered by Mr. 
Teller, of Colorado, to that section of the 
bill which authorizes the president to re- 
tire any officer who has been suspended 
from dyty. either by sentence of court- 
martial or by executive order in mitiza- 
tion of stich sentence, striking out the 
words “has been” and substituting there- 
for “‘shall be hereafter.”’ 

After saying that the section had been 
incorporated in the bill for the purpose 
of enabling the president to retire Gen- 
eral Eagan, former commisiry general 
of the army, Mr. Teller declared it was 
retained in the bill in order that an 
officer of the army, Major Joseph W. 
Wham, might be got rid of. “He cannot 
be gotten ric of in any other way.” said 
Mr. Teller, ‘‘and he ought not to be got- 
ten rid of in any circumstances.” 

Mr. Teller adverted to the case of Gen- 
eral Eagan at some length. Of the beef 
furnished the army he said it was ‘“‘boiled 
and canned, and of very ancient lineage, 
some of which had made a trip to Europe 
and back, being fed to our soldiers after 
it had been condemned by European gov- 
ernments.”’

Cneinnati, January 14.—(Special.)—An- 
Other great train has been added to the 
list of long distance racers that have 
Riven to American railroads their fore- 
most position among the world’s com- 
mon carriers. The “Chicago and Florida 
Special,’”” now scarce twelve hours old, 
is proving worthy of the responsibilities 
imposed upon it. It is the appointed task 
of this new giant to cover the distance 
between Chicago and St. Augustine in a 
set number of hours. To be precise the 
number is 324%. This means an average 
speed of forty miles an hour for the en- 
tire journey. In Chicago this morning it 
rained—a cold, penetrating, driving down- 
pour that made the ulster clad thousands 
sink their heads deeper into their up- 
turned collars. The streets were covered 
with slush and the outlying wastes of 
prairie were freckled with drab spots 
of sooty snow. The big, raw town pre- 
sented a most unlovely picture. In the 
Dearborn street station, surrounded by 
an admiring crowd of railway officials 
and trainmen of high and low degree, 
stood the superb!y-appointed train that 
will daily put behind those who avail 
themselves of its service the vigors and 
frigid terrors of a northwester. The 
train is made up exclusively of new 
Pullman vestibuled sleeping cars, dining 
car and observation car. All of the equip- 
ment ig just from the hands of the 
makers and js resplendent in its shining 
coat of varnish and ornate decorations 
and lettering in gold. As the train, as 
though conscious of its proud position 
pulled slowly out of the station at even 
noon and began to thread its way 
through the mazy network of tracks that 
stretch thelr glistening lengths beyond 
the outskirts of town it was saluted and 
made welcome. Trackmen frdse from 
their bent positions and waved their caps 
in eccentric curves that had significance 
to others of their craft. Engineers on in- 
coming trains blew prolonged blasts of 
welcome. As the.train has sped all dav 
through the flat corn lands of Illinois 
and Indiana groups of the natives have 
been at every little station to see the 
handsome train flash by. :

cil be asked to petitiOn the legislature, at 
its next session, to amend the charter 
of the city of Atlanta that the civil ser- 
vice regulations may be adopted. The 
following is the resolution in ful: 
“Believing that celvil service rules 
would be preductive of more efficient 
service in the police department; 
therefore, be it 
‘‘Resolved, That the honorable mayor 
and general council be requested to 
apply to the general assembly, at the 
next session, for an amendment to the 
city charter, empowering the board of 
police commissioners to inaugurate 
and enforce cfvil service regulations 
in the police department.”’ 

After the resolution had been read Com- 
missioners Patterson moved its adoption, 
and Commissioner English moved as a 
substitute that the resolution be laid on 
the table until the next regular meeting. 
The substitute prevelled. 

This was done, ft. ggas_ stated, in order 
that the members ofthe board might be 
given an opportunity to study the resolu- 


tion and its effects, before having to vote 


upon it. Commissioner Patterson stated 
that he had been thinking over the mat- 


ter for the past four years, and he be- | 


lieves that the adoption of the plan would 
prove of great benefit to the department. 
The principal idea underlying the resolu- 
tion is to secure the elimination of pol- 
itics from the police department. 
Commissioner Patterson Talks. 

In speaking of the matter last night 
Commissioner Patterson sajd: 

“My object in introducing the resolu- 
tion is for the betterment of the Gepart- 
ment. If civil service regulations are 
adopted, it will do away with the elec- 
tions of members of the force every two 
years, and would take the department 
entirely out of politics. Of course this 
would mean a better and more efficient 
police force. The matter will have to 
be acted upon by the legisJature, however, 
and as its next session is next summer, 
the system would not go into effect for 
the next two years, if the legislature 
acts favorably, because the regular police 
election occurs in March.” 

When asked as to his idea of the regu- 
lations necessary he said: 

“That is a matter to be determined 
later. My idea, however, is to have an 
age limit for the entrance of the men on 
the force and certain qualifications that 
would mean the procuring of a good de- 
partment. I think the men should then 
be allowed to continue in the service un- 
til they become incapacitated, if they 
conduct themselves properly and make 
good officers, and then they should be 
retired on part pay.”’ 

He stated that the regulations would 
not affect the men to be elected in March 


and those now on the force, but would | 
only apply to those making application | 


for positions after the system is adopted. 
He states that the adopting of the plan 
would place the department under the 
control of a civil service commission, or 
the board of police commissioners might 
be empowered to act as such commission. 

Commissioner Patterson is of the opin- 
ion that the movement will arouse stren- 
uous opposition and it may be that a vig- 
orous fight will be made on the resolution 
at the next meeting of the board.

Austin, Texas, January 14.—(Special.)— 
The investigation of Congressman Bailey 
took a new turn today and the newspaper 
men were brought into it. Mr, Bailey, 
while addressing the committee, stated 
that he was being considerably annoyed 
by the publicity that was being given 
the investigation; that while the people 
of Texas understood the matter the re- 
ports being sent out daily to the eastern 
papers were annoying him and were cal- 
culated to cause him a great deal of an- 
noyance as it was bringing the matter 
s0 prominently to the front and he want- 
ed the investigation pushed through as 
rapidly as possible so as to settle all this 
unéertainty, 

Chairman Hendricks, of the committee, 
took up the cudgel in Mr. Bailey’s de- 
fense by volunteering the assurance that 
the newspaper men would be called to 
time for publishing reports of meeting, 
ete., if such was deemed necessary. 

Mr: Bailey also requested the committee 
that Mr. McFall, who-has been present 
all along as a prosecutor in this case, in- 
esmuch as he préferred the charges orig- 
inally, should from now be required to 
submit all the statements to the commit- 
tee under oath. This was resultant from 
the fact that the committe notified Mr. 
McFall this morning that they were 
ready to hear any charges he had to 
make and he replied that he was sick and 
unable to come. Mr. Bailey said that he 
would refrain from saying anything 
about a man who would prefer charges 
and not appear to back them up, but he 
would insist that all future dealing with 
McFall before the committee should be 
‘under oath in complyint with his wishes 
and the judgment of the committee. A 
subpoena was issued for Mr. McFall to 
‘appear before the committee tomorrow 
‘morning at 10 o’clock with a view of 
testifying under oath relative to any 
charges he might have to offer. The 
speaker of the house was also notifiel 
to invite any person who cared to appear 
before the committee and prefer charges 
or to offer testimony to do so by Wednes- 
day pending further development in the 
matter: The committee ajourned until 
tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock.

of the United Stgtes army,” said the 
senator, ‘‘he made an exhibition of him- 
self and showed himself to be a miser- 
able blackguard.’’ 

Referring ‘to General Eagan’s dental 
of General Miles’s charges as to ‘‘em- 
balmed beref’’ Mr. Teller declared, ‘‘his 
language was brutal ahd low and so bad 
it could not be overlooked, although 
there was a very evident desire to over- 
look it.’’ 

Mr. Teller made qa stinging attack upon 
the president for having retired General 
Eagan, asserting that the “retirement, 
in the circumstances, was a decoration 
and not a punishment and many of the 
American people believe it was a decora- 
tion and a-reward for his attack upon 
the general commanding the army.”’ 

At considerable length Mr. Teller dis- 
cussed the case of Major Wham. 

Carter Wants Immediate “Action, 

Mr. Carter, of Montana, said that on 
the Pacific there were only eight trans- 
ports at the disposal of the government 
for the transportation of troops to and 
from the Philippines, By beginning the 
work of transporting the troops at once 
they might be able to complete it by July 
Ist, the date of the expiration of the 
present law. Otherwise it might be nec- 
essary to employ special vessels, the 
chartering and fitting up of which would 
involve immense expense. 

“T think the senate ought to know,”’ 
said Mr. Carter, ‘‘that each day’s delay 
in the passage of this bill will involve an 
additional expenditure of at least $500,- 
000.”’ 

“T suggest,’”’ said Mr. Cockrell, of Mis- 
souri, also a member of the military af- 
fairs committee, ‘‘that the senator ought 
to have made this statenfent earlier in 
the session, and not have waited until a 
majority had left the chdmber.” 

Mr. Carter said tomorrow he would ask 
the senate to fix a day for the final vote 
upon the measure. 

Mr. Teller declared immediately that he 
would object at this time to any date be- 
ing fixed for a final vote. 

“This bill is not a party measure,’’ sug- 
gested Mr. Carter. “‘It was reported to 
this body by a committee composed of 
men of all parties.

PATTERSON FOR THE SENATE. 


Newspaper Man Named To Succeed 
Wolcott in Colorado. 

Denver, January 14.—The joint caucus 
of the fusion members of the legislature 
tonight decidéd to support Thomas M. 
Patterson, of Denver, for United States 
senator to succeed Senator E. O. Wolcott. 
There are ninety-one fusionists in the 
legislature, including democrats, popu- 
lists amd silver republicans, and of these 
eighty-seven were in the caucus. Mr. 
Patterson received seventy-four votes on 
the first ballot. Surprise was occasioned 
early this evening by the announcement 
that ex-Governor Charles 8. Thomas, who 
has been Mr. Patterson’s leading oppo- 
nent, had withdrawn from the race. His 
name did not go before the caucus. The 
total vote of the legisliture on the joint 
ballot is 100. 


Thomas M. Patterson was born in Ire- 
land November 4, 1840. With his parents 
he came to America in 1853. After a short 
residence in New York the family re- 
moved to Crawfordsville, _Ind., where 
Thomas worked for some time in print- 
ing offices. He was educated in Asbury 
(now Depauw) university. He enlisted at 
the first call for troops, but served only 
a few months on account of poor health. 
He read law and practiced his profession 
for a time in Indiana. In 1872 he came to 
Denver and formed a partnership with 
Charles 8. Thomas, who, it is interesting 
to note, was his leaaing opponent in the 
senatoria] contest just closed. In 1874 Mr. 
Patterson was chosen territorial delegate 


to congress and greatig aided in securing | 


statehood for Colorado. In 1876, he was 
sent back to congress, this time as a rep- 
resentative. In 1890, he purchased a con- 
trolling interest in ‘The Rocky Mountain 
News, to the conduct of which he has 
since very largely devoted his time. In 
1882, Mr. Patterson was a delegate to the 
national democratic convention, in which 
he made a strong fight for the adoption 
of a free silver plank. Being unsuccess- 
ful, he led the bolt against Cleveland, 
which carried the state of Colorado for 
Weaver. In 189 he was a delegate to the 
populist national convention, which in- 
dorsed Colonel Bryan, and in 1900 he was 
permanent chairman of the convention 
of that party. It is understood that he 
now considers himself a democrat,

Trial of Assailants and Mur- 
derers of Jennie Bosscheiter 
Is Begun, 


GAVE THE VICTIM “DOPE” 
BEFORE THE AWFUL DEED 


With Brutal Roughness the Hack 
Driver Relates All the Revolt- 
ing Details of the Tragedy. 
Victim’s Mother on 
the Stand. 


Paterson, N. J., January 14.—The trial 
of Walter T. McAllister, Andrew Camp- 
bell and William A. Death, three of the 
four men accused of the murder of Jen- 
nie Bosschieter, a mill girl of Paterson, 
under revolting circumstances, com- 
menced today, George J. Kerr, the fourth 
man under indictment, was not in court 
today, as he has been granted a separate 
trial on the ground that he was not pres- 
ént when the fatal dose was administer- 
ed to the girl. 

“The day saw four of the principal wit- 
nesses in the case questioned. Mrs. Nina 
Bosschieter, the mother of the unfor- 
tunate girl, was one, her daughter, Susie, 
another; Christopher Saal, the proprietor 
of the saloon where it is alleged the drug 
was administered to the girl, was the 
third, and Gus Schulthrope, the hack 
driver of the horrible midnight ride, was 
the last. Mother and daughter told of 
Jennie’s life at home and at the mill. 
Schulthorpe, in his crude unvarnished 
way, told to the minutest detail the story 
of the crime. He graphically described 
the taking of the almost unconscious girl 
from the saloon to his victoria and of the 
ride to the tountry and the unspeakable 
crime committed on the dead, or almost 
dead, girl. He was the important witness 


, of the day. 


Apparently little beside the murder case 

was on the minds of the Paterson people 
today and the little courthouse was sur- 
_rounded all day by a great crowd of peo- 
ple trying to get in. The crowd that 
was allowed in the limited space in the 
square, old-fashioned courtroom, was ap- 
parently of the better class of Paterson. 
There were a number of women present, 
but they were' not young. 
_ After a motion to quash the indictment 
on the ground of defectiveness had been 
disposed of a jury was secured in an 
hour. : 

Prosecutng Attorney Emley, in his ad- 
dress to the jury pointed repeatedly at 
the three prisoners, shaking his finger 
in their faces while he pilloried them. 
McAlister leaned back in his chair and 
blinked with half shut eyes at the wall 
in front of him; Death’s face flushed, his 
eyes filled with tears and his glance fell 
to the floor; Campbell, white and nervous, 
stared back at the public prosecutor with 
a sneer. The prosecuting attorney said 
of the most diabolical part of the crime: 

“And there they perpetrated on this 
unconscious and dying girl this almost 
unnameable outrage. When their brutish 
passions were satisfied, these men with 
levity and jolly demeanor returned the 
girl to the cab and started back to town, 
never thinking but that all would be 
well, but then began the anxious hours 
for these men. Their efforts to revive 
her were vain. At one time, after they 
had been working for many teérrible min- 
utes, the girl raised herself forward, by 
her own strength, from the back seat of 
the carriage, where the hands of these 
defendants had placed her, disgraced and 
outraged, but her strength failed her; 
and that, so far as the state knows, was 
the last act of the girl in life. 

"Tf,”’ he said in closing, ‘“‘the evidence 
shall prove my words true, I shall ask 
you to find a verdict of guilty of murder 
in the first and highest degree. There 
is no possibility of compromise.”’ 

The Victim’s Mother. 

Mrs. Nina Bosschieter, Jennie Bosschie- 
ter’s stepmother, said Jennie left the house 
about 8 p. m. on the 18th of October, and 
said she was going to a drug store in the 
neighborhood. At 10 p. m. Jennie had 
not returned and Mrs. Bosschieter went 
to bed. She got up at about 5:30 o’clock 
in the morning and was subsequently no- 
tifled of the finding of the body and saw 
the body when it was brought home that 
evening. 

, Leonard Kammerling testified that he 
saw Jennie Bosschieter at 9:30 o’clock on 
the night of October 18th. She was talk- 
ing to Campbell, one of the defendants. 
Another young man was standing near

her. He heard Jennie say, ‘‘No, no,” in 
a snappish manner, 

Christophef Saal testified that he 
owned the saloon at Bridge and River 
streets. He remembered the night of Oc- 
tober 18th. McAllister was in his place 
that night. Campbell was with him. Mc- 
Allister ordered drinks and carried them 
irito the rear room. Later on he went 
into the rear room. McAllister, Camp- 
bell, Death and a girl were seated on a 
table. McAllister ordered a bottle of 
champagne. Witness carried it and 
glasses into the room. He then had to 
go to the cellar and when he emerged 
the party was gone. 

“Did you see any of the party the next 
day ?’’ 

‘Yes. McAllister, the next morning, 
said to me, ‘that girl is dead.’ 

‘I have nothing’ to do with it.’ 

lister said I would not give them away 
if any one came around. He said even 
if a big reward were offered I should 
stick to him.’’ 

Hackman Schulthorpe, in whose vehi- 
cle the four men and the girls rode, said 
on the night of October 18th George Kerr 
engaged his victoria. Kerr told him a 
party of four would use ‘the hack and 
ordered him to drive to Saal’s saloon. 
He said McAllister came out of the sa- 
loon and told him to turn around. Ina 
little while the four men, McAllister, 
Campbell, Death and Kerr came out, 
carrying a woman. The woman was 
placed in the rear seat. The witness was 
told to’drive along the Goeffle road to 
Lee’s place. Lee’s place was closed, so 
they pulled up into the rock road. They 
went along this to a point beyond the 
railroad tracks. He was then ordered to 
stop. The place where he stopped was a 
clear one, with no bushes. All four men 
left the carriage. They lifted the girl 
out about as they lifted her in. He had 
thrown the blanket on his horse. One of 
the men took it off and it was carried 
into the darkness, where the woman had 
been borne. 

- Awful Deed in the Darkness. 

Schulthorpe, in a rough voice that 
could\ be heard with fearful effect in the 
court room, told the most horrible part 
of his story. Kerr only was exempt from 
participation in the assault which the 
hackdriver described. With brutal rough- 
ness,’ without the slightest &ttempt to 
conceal facts under nice words, in the 
language of the streets, Schulthorpe told 
the occurrences of that stop on Rock 
road. 

Then the girl was carried back to the 
hack and placed on the rear seat. At 
that time the girl’s head was hanging 
far back. The men in the hack were 
alarmed, and they stopped again and 
tried to revive the girl. 

The witness then told of the drive back 
to Paterson, of the examination by the 
physician, which ended with the remarks, 
“Boys, I can do nothing for you.” 

The men ordered him to drive back 
across the river. The witness then told 
of the disposal of the body where it was 
found. He drove the four men back. Mc- 
Allister and Kerr left the hack first, 
and the former handed him $10 and said, 
“You know what to do—keep your mouth 
shut.’’ 

“Did you see any evidence of life in 
the girl after you started from the sa- 
loon?’’ asked Prosecutor Emley. 

“Yes, she rose up, kind of straight- 
ened up, and then fell back again.”’

In the United States circuit court today 
Judge Simonton handed down an opinion 
in reference to the application of the 
Charleston Consolidated Railway, Gas 
and Electric Company for an injunction 
against the town of Mt. Pleasant, S. C. 
The Con#olidated Company had been 
served with a notice of execution for 
town taxes and wanted an injunction to 
restrain the town officials from levy and 
sale, claiming an agreement for exemp- 
tion, etc. The court showed the amount 
involved to be considerably below $2,009 
and ¢ecided that-it had no jurisdiction.

Washington, January 14.—The United 
States supreme court today resumed its 
hearing In the case of Charles Huus ver- 
sus the New York and Porto Rico Steam- 
ship Company, and Senator Lindsay con- 
tinued the argument begun by him on 
Friday. The action involves the ques- 
tion of pilotage, the owner of the steam- 
ship claiming exemption on the ground 
that Porto Rican ports had ceased to be 
foreign. 

Senator Lindsay, in the course of his ar- 
gument, said: 


“Should it be decided that Porto Rico 
ports are not foreign ports in the ordinary 
sense of the word, it would be a violent 
construction to interpret the language of 
the statute of the state of New York, 
passed in 1884, so as to exempt from pi- 
lotage vessels fronf a land then foreign 
but since brought under the dominion of 
the United States. It is a fundamental 
rule of taxation that laws are to be con- 
strued as of the time of their enactment.”

- 
sion the congress ratified. There is no 
question of a military government. The 
language of the annexation act provides 
that the islands ‘were annexed as “a 
part of the territory of the United 
States.”’ 

Mr. Smith argued that in the five 
places where the words United States 
were used in the constitution with one 
exception the term includes the states 
and the territories as well. The excep- 
tion is that clause providing for the 
election of presidential electors. 

Counsel held that there is no principle 
of grammar, logic, law or common sense 
on which the words “throughout the 
United States’’ in the uniformity clause 
with regard to taxation can be restricted 
to states excluding the territories. 

Cases had been cited where it was held 
that countries captured in war or ceded 
by treaty could be held as foreign until 
congress had legislated to define their 
status. Counsel said this would not help 
the government, as in this case the 
islands were not conquered or annexed 
by treaty, but by legislative action. He 
said further: 

“Congress, after by joint resolutions 
annexing the islands as a part of the 
territory of the United States, had cer- 
tainlv legislated enough to make them 
cease to be foreign.”’ 

Citing a treasury decision of April 17, 
1900, holding that Porto Rico was not a 
foreign country within the meaning of 
the drawback clause of the Dingley law, 
Mr. Smith asked why/ Hawali should 
have been considered a fdareign country 
at that time? ; 

The uniformity clause of the constitu- 
tion, with reference to indirect taxes, he 
continued, is one of the fundamental 
limitations upon the powers of congress 
and in consequence the provision of the 
annexation act which continued in force 
the customs regulations of the republic 
was a clear violation of the uniformity 
clause. In the case the islands were 
considered foreign any tax collected there 
upon goods coming from this country 
would be, in effect, he said, an export 
tax, as there would be no difference 
whether a tax on goods going from a 
State to the island were taxed at the 
point of shipment or at the destination, 
as the charge would lie from the time the 
goods were shipped.

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POPE LEO WINS VICTORY 
IN THE FRENCH CHAMBER 


Paris, January 14.—In the chamber of 
deputies today the government was in- 
terpellated by M. Marcel Sembat, radi- 
cal socialist, on the “interferences of the 
pope in the domestic affairs of France,” 
as shown in the recent letter of the pope 
to Cardinal Richard, the archbishop of 
Paris, dealing with the proposed bill of 
the premier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, 
known as the law of associations, and 
aiming at the suppression of religious 
communities in which the pontiff defend- 
ed the religious orders. M. Sembat asked 
the government to protest against this 
letter. : 

M. Ribot, the former premier, defend- 
ed the pope, who, he said, was entitled 
to raise his voice when he thought re- 
ligiougs interests were in peril. 

The statement called forth cheers from 
the rightists and centrists. 

The entire session was spent in dis- 
cussing the interpellation of M. Sembat, 
the debate closing with a déclaration by 
M. Waldeck-Rousseau, who said the gov- 
ernment saw no threat_in the pope’s let- 
ter as to missions in the east. 

‘The letter of his holiness,’’ continued 
the premier, ‘“‘simply said that, if the 
French missionaries disappeared, 


they 


would be replaced by foreign mission- 
aries. 

“The government will not tolerate the 
organization of resistance against the 
laws of the country. No interference on 
the part of the pope will be allowed in 
the law of associations, when it is voted 
upon. The pope has rights as the spir- 
itual head of Catholics, but the state also 
has rights written in the concordant, 
which it will see respected.’’ 

This declaration rallied around the gov- 
ernment all the leftists and centrists, 
who voted approval of the premier’s dec- 
larations by 449 to 9 and confidence in 
his firmness to assure the defense of the 
rights of the state. 

The chamber then adopted a resolution 
embodying both paragraphs, 

Other extremist motions, one proposing 
the separation of church and state, and 
another proposing to denounce the con- 
cordant, were rejected by overwhelming 
majorities. 

The chamber was crowded with depu- 
ties and notable visitors, in the expecta- 
tion that the debate on the law of as- 
sociations would be begun. Today’s re- 
sult has greatly elated the ministerial- 
ists, who declare that it presages victory 
for the law of associations.

Montgomery, Ala., January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The electoral college of Alabama 
met today in the office of the secretary 
of state. The eleven votes of Alabama 
were cast for Bryan and Stevenson and 
William Temple Seibbs, of Montgomery, 
was elected messenger to carry the re- 
turns to Washington. All of the electors 
were present, and the meeting was pre- 
sided over by Judge Talley, of Jackson. 


TO LEAVE THE PHILIPPINES. 


Senato: Berry Wants the American 
Troops To Get Out. 
Washington, January 14.—Senator Ber- 
Ty, of Arkansas, today offered the fol- 
lowing amendment as an additional sec- 

tion to the army re-organization bill: 


‘That within ten days after this bill 
shall become law the president of the 
United States shall issue his proclama- 
tion declaring that the United States 
hereby disclaims any disposition or in- 
tention to exercise sovereignty, jurisdic- 
ton or control over the Philippine islands 
except for the pacification thereof; anil 
asserts its determination when that is ac- 
complished to leave the government and 
control of the islands to their people.”’ 


WOLVES ARE EATING PEOPLE. 


Two Bridal Parties Are Attacked 
and Are Devoured. 


Bucharest, January 14.—Advices from 
many points tell of packs of wolves Kkill- 
ing and devouring travelers. Two wed- 
ding parties who were sleighing in_ the 
Marmaros district were attacked and all 
four persons were killed. The driver of 
the sledge escaped up a tree, but was 
nearly frozen to death. 


ABSOLUTE SECURITY 
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Senator Lindsay quoted from decisions 
of the court to establish his contention 
that the term “foreign port’? could be 
used in its broadest sense and that in early 
acts the-trade between the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts was so considered as be- 
tween foreign ports. Also that the treas- 
ury department did not consider a port 
foreign unless the clearance of the ves- 
sel coming to this country was given by 
an officer in a customs collection dis- 
trict established by congress and exer- 
cising his functions under the laws of 
the United States. San Juan, he argued, 
was never made a domestic port of the 
United States and must be considered a 
foreign port until congress includes it in 
one of the collection districts of the Unit- 
ed States. Following this line he argued 
that vessels trading between New York 
and Porto Rican ports were not in the 
coasting trade. 

Senator Lindsay referred to the deci- 
sion just ‘rendered by the court in the 
Neeley case. He argued that that deci- 
sion established two propositions in sup- 
port of the government's’ contention 
which apply to the pilotage case. The 
first of these was that the government 
of the United States may gccupy and 
exercise control over a country over which 
its sovereignty extends in time of peace 
without necessarily extending the consti- 
tution of the United States to that coun- 
try or its people, and the second, that 
the grant of legislative power to con- 
gress includes the power to legislate for 
any people over which sovereignity is ex- 
tended. 

Senator Lindsay was followed by F. 

Kinsbury Curtis, for the steamship co9m- 
pany, who contended that the vesgg! up- 
on which pilotage was demanded ws ex- 
empt on the ground that Porto Rican 
ports had ceased to be foreign, and that 
by the act of April 12, 1900, the trade be- 
tween Porto Rico and the United States 
had been made coastwise. 
‘The court authorized Charles A. Gard- 
iner to file a brief in the pending Porto 
Rico and Philippine cases in behalf of 
the Tobacco Growers’ Association of New 
England. The brief sustains the gov- 
ernment’s contention that it is entirely 
competent for the United States to lay 
a tariff on commerce between the United 
States and their insular possessions. 

When the hearing had been completed 
in the other cases involving the connection 
of the United States with their insular 
possessions, the case of George W. Cross- 
man, et al, appellants, versus the United 
States, was called. 

This case is one covering the entry of 
goods from Hawaii, consisting of whisky, 
brandy and jam, at the custom house at 
New York, April 26, 1900, and is the only 
Hawatian case in the list. Duty was 
assessed under the provisions of the Ding- 
ley law. The importers protested against 
collection of duty on the ground that the 
Hawaiian islands were a nart of the Unit- 
ed States and that the provision of the 
annexation resolution which continued the 
customs laws of the republic of Hawaii in 
force until congress should legislate, was 
unconstitutional. Appeal was taken to 
the board of general appraisers tg the 
United States circuit court and to the su- 
preme court. Mr. Wyckham Smith pre- 
sented the case for the a~~ellants.

Brown replied, laughing as he spoke. 

At the night session Cadet Brown said 
that eagling, wooden willie, football, sit- 
ting on bayonet, sweating, chewing rope, 
hanging on stretcher and double spring 
were forms of hazing that had been dis- 
continued.

of an established govermment known as 
the republic of Cuba, but is now using 
its military or executive power to dis- 
place or overthrow it, is without merit. 
The declaration by congress that the peo- 
ple of Cuba were and of right ought to 
be free and independent was intended only 
to express the thought that the Cubans 
were entitled to “enjoy—as stated by the 
president's message—‘that measure of 
self control which is the inalienable right 
of man, protected in their right to reap 
the benefit of the exhaustless treasure of 
their country. 

“From the beginning to the end of the 
war the supreme authority in all military 
operations in Cuba and in Cuban waters 
against Spain was with the United States 
and those operations were not in any 
sense under the control or direction of the 
troops commanded by Cuban officers.,”’ 

The final conclusion of the court Was an- 
nounced as follows: 

‘The act of June 6, 1900, is not in viola- 
tion of the constitution of the United 
States and this case comes within the 
provisions of that act. The court below 
having found that there was probable 
cause to believe the appellant guilty of 
the offense charged, the order for his 
extraditon was proper and no ground 
existed for his discharge on habeas cor- 


us. 

“The judgment of the circuit court is, 
therefore, affirmed.’’ 

Assistant Attorney General James M. 
Beck. who argued the case for the gov- 
ernment in the supreme court, said of 
the decision: 

“The government regards the decision 
as important, not merely because it defi- 
nitely decides its rights to extradite Nee- 


fly from Cuba for trial, but because it de- 


fines the nature and validity of its oc- 
cupancy in Cuba. The chief contention 
of Neely’s counsel was that, with’ the 
ratification of the treaty of Paris, all 
right of occupancy by the government 
under the war power ceased, and that 
the present occupancy of Cuba by the 
president as commander in chief was 
unconstitutional and a usurpation. -The 
court squarely negatives this contention 
ani broadly affirmed the right of the gov- 
ernment to occupy Cuba until a respon- 
sible government is created by the Cu- 
ban people. The supreme court further 
decides that the president may exercise 
his rights as commander in chief free 
from the embarrassments of the consti- 
tutional provisions requiring trial by jury, 
which the court holds to be inapplicable 
to Cuba. The effect of the decision is to 
extradite Neely under the authority con- 
ferred’ by the act of congress rather than 
in accordance with any express extradi- 
tion treaty. It ensures the trial of a fugl- 
tive from just':e and it gives the adminis- 
tration the pewer to protect life and 
property in Cuba during the period of our 
occupancy.”

Bishop Potter’s Remedy. 

We fear that the venerable Bishop 
Potter, in the zeal of his campaign 
against vice, is apt to run into the im- 
practicable, and thus injure his oppor- 
tunity for usefulness. 

As a rule; reformers are lopsided. 
They have either grown igto leader- 
ship through zeal born of personal suf- 
fering, or by the study of idealistic 
conditions unsuited to the thousand. 
Music is an ennobling art, yet we could 
not undertake to convert the tuneless 
man into a lover of either voice or in- 
Sstrument. Men are differently as well 
as wonderfully constituted, and it re- 
quires skill of no uncommon order to 
set the limit up to which all may be 
brought. Such a man may become a 
leader of effect, accomplishing what- 
ever he proposes, and holding the 
gauge upon his own emotions when- 
ever he finds himself growing too 
warm in the Collar. 

In the opening of the anti-vice cam- 
paign in New York city, Bishop Pot- 
ter did noble work in stirring up pub- 
lic sentiment, and he wrote himself 
down a wise man when he refused 
membership on the committee, claim- 
ing that he held a wider pulpit from 
which he might sound the alarm of 
popular duty. That it was the duty of 
the church to build up conscience, and 
to declare the irrepressible warfare ex- 
isting between virtue and crime, and 
that it was the civil duty of the citizen 
to carry his conscience into both pub- 
lic and private life, marked the respec- 
tive fields of church and state. Bishop 
Potter’s views found strong indorse- 
ment from all sections. 7 

In an expression as to conditions in 
New York, Bishop Potter declared 
that— 

“If I were going to try to reorganize 
the police department of New York city, 
I should endeavor to induce the federal 
government to lend the city the services 
of a thoroughly capable officer. If the 
war department could not spare one who 
is In active service, then some retired of- 
ficer might be obtained. s « “With 
a department of 7,000 men, an officer with 
the rank of general should be in com- 
mand. If I were not doubtful of sug- 
gesting such a thing because it is Eng- 
lish, I should say that the chief of po- 
lice of New York city should be, like 
the head of the police department of 

_ - London, a man of intelligence and a gen-

Now it is right here ‘that we think 

the bishop has swung off into the 
‘wrong channel, and gives up the idea 
of moral warfare in the interest of 
the shorter course made possible by 
power. The autocratic rule of a chief, 
removed from popular control and 
holding no sympathy with the masses 
over whom he would rule, would mere- 
ly become a satrap. No matter how 
worthy might be his motives, no mat- 
ter how necessary the measures 
enforced and no matter how alarm- 
ing the condition sought to be 
représsed, all would be lost sight 
. Of in the protest against absolute pow- 

_ er in the hands of any man. We are 

not arguing the right or wrong of the 
' question, but the fact that the human 

temperament becomes as one force 
against absolutism. - 

The bishop is right in declaring that 
public officers should be of the very 
highest standard, men responsive to 
every phase of life, broad enough to 
make allowance for human weakness 
and pure enough to understand the 
sensibilities of those whose aim is to 
pull social conditions up higher. Those 
men, however, can be brought into 
public life without the wrenching of 
political traditions. We have just had 
such a campaign in Atlanta. where, 
passing over those made prominent in 
thé usual way of politics, a draft was 

made upon the non-office seeking class, 
» and Major Mims was elected to the 

- mayoralty. 

: With the pulpit hammering at the 
conscience, and with conscientious men 
applying their convictions, there will 
be no need of unusual experiments.

It is true that business is busi- 
ness, but it is also true that kindli- 
ness and consideration go a long way 
in getting custom and in holding it. 

We are glad to see an awakening 
sense in the Quaker City to the im- 
portance of the south. The suggestion 
of The Times that the Southern Indus- 
trial Association should hold an early 
session in Philadelphia is a good one. 
We commend the spirit of The Times 
when it says: 

Philadelphia wants to meet the south- 
ern business men as visitors within our 
gates, to see us as we are and to enjoy 
our proverbial hospitality. Such a meet- 
ing in this city would do more to quicken 
the co-operation of northern business 
men in southern development than a 
dozen like conventions held in the south, 
and we can assure the business men of 
the southern states that in no way can 
they more rapidly extend their good 
work or be more generously welcomed 
than by fixing the next meeting of the 
Southern Industrial association, after 
the Memphis convention, in Philadelphia. 

In discussing the conditions to which 
we have alluded, The Times admits 
that “southern development in the last 
few years has been unexampled, and 
the business men of our city have not 
properly appreciated the vast field that 
is opened to them by the rapid growth 
of southern {ndustry.and wealth,” and 
Says: 

It was a hard struggle for the people 
of the south, left in utter poverty and 
desolation by the war, to revive their 
industries. They had to brave fierce sec- 
tional prejudices, and it was many years 
before northern capital gave them the 
aid they so much needed and that their 
exceptional wealth so temptingly invited; 
but we have gradually become inter- 
woven in commercial, industrial, politica] 
and social conditions, and today there is 
no serious obstacle to cordial co-opera- 
tion in both sections to hasten the de- 
velopment of southern wealth, and thus 
add to the wealth of the whole people 
of the nation. It is only within the last 
few years that the people of the south 
havé reached the point of organization 
that will bring them to the highest 
standard of development. 

Atlanta will vote for Philadelphia 
and give a helping hand to the frater- 
nity which should mark the American- 
ism of the twentieth century.

The Treason of Benedict Arnold. 

The treason of Benedict Arnold, one 
of the most popular generals of the 
revolutionary army, has been brought 
once more to public attention by the 
discovery of the order book of Gen- 
eral Clinton. 

In seeking a reason for Arnold’s con- 
duct. it is not hard to find it in the 
eourtmartial which subjected ‘him to 
sg censure of the commander in chief. 

ordinary times censure is severe 
enough, but in time of war, and espe- 
cially during such a conflict as that 
of the revolution, it would be a blow 
from which there could be no recovery. 
In the order book just recovered 46 
found the proceedings of the courtmar- 
tial in which Arnold was so severely 
haniled. After the British evacuated 
Philadelphia in the summer of 1778, 
Arnold took command of the city, and 
it was out of his conduct thereafter 
that the charges were formulated. Gen- 
eral Hoar was president of the general 
courtmartial, in which General Arnold 
was charged, among other things— 

While in the camp of General Washing- 
ton, at Valley Forge, last spring, he gave 
permission to a vessel belonging to per- 
sons then voluntarily residing in this 
city and of disaffected character to come 
into a port of the United States. without 
the knowledge or the authority of the 
state, or of the commander in chief, then 
present. 

The court found him guilty of this 
act, for which it sentenced him “to 
receive a reprimand from his excellen- 
cy, the commander in chief.” After 
which follows: 

The commander in chief would have 
been much happier in an occasion of be- 
stowing commendation on an officer who 
has rendered such distinguished services 
to his country as Major General Arnold, 
but in the present case a sense of duty 
in regard to candor oblige him to de- 
clare that he considers his conduct in 
the instance of the permit as particularly 
reprehensible, both in a civil and mili- 
tary view, and in the affair of the 
wagons as imprudent and improper. 

After such words, severe in their 
very simplicity, it is no wonder that 
Arnold felt that his career was over, 
and committed the mistake that links 
his name with that of Judas.

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The English Complaint. 

The universality of the English com- 
plaint against American trade aggres- 
sion is one of those subjects the dis- 
cussion of which is extremely difficult. 
All we can do is to recognize the facts, 
and allow history to repeat itself. 

It is not so long ago that Venice 
lorded it over the sea, and the Spanish 
re invincible. Moving 
westward a northward the world's 
merchants and artisans hailed from 
France and then from Holland. The 
little Dutch kingdom had a career re- 
markable and soul-stirring. Finally 
the tradesmen found their way to Lon- 
don, and England became the work- 
shop of the world. A new world was 
discovered, and the fleeing millions be- 
came engaged in a battle with nature. 
Felling the forest, cultivating the soil 
and delving into the mine, they found 
sufficient profit in the disposition of 
raw material and were glad that Eng- 
land was considerate enough to keep 
on hand artisans to supply them with 
what they needed. 

That these pioneers should have ad- 
vanced from the raw material stage to 
that of helping themselves, and having 
brought into existence a surplus of hu- 
man talent as well as of material, 
should seek for it exploitation else- 
where, was but a repetition of history. 
Venice. Spain, France, Holland, and 
lastly England, have built up great pe- 
riods of prosperity at the expense of 
some one else. A turn of the cycle— 
and England is yielding to America~ 
the same old story, inevitable, without 
malice, and to be met by the wise in 
a spirit of common sense. Thus The 
London Times looks with concern 
wpon the growing exportation of Amer- 
ican skill, and says! 

That ‘s American policy: what is its 
prespect of success? How much of the 
world’s expansion will America take from 
us? How much will she leave fur us to 
struggle over with the other manufactur- 
ing nations of the earth? Apparently 
that ‘problem will be solved far sooner 
than hhks been generally expected. The 
abnormal demand of the United States 
for its own engineering products is fast 
slackening, thus bringing the marvelous 
increase of American manufacturing ca- 
pacity of the last five years—perhaps 
more especially the iast three years—tp 
bear on foreign markets.” It {s the ques- 
tion to us paramount to all others. Even 
the efficiency of the navy is subsidiary to 
‘t; for if we lose cur engineering suprem- 
acy our naval supremacy will follow, un- 
less held on sufferance cf our successful 
rivels. 

The question is really one into 
which neither army nor navy of any 
country can enter. Appeals to local 
prejudice or to national pride will be 


| equally unavailing. The trade world 


has a singular habit of being inde- 
pendent of the political. By trade 
conventions and tariff restrict:ons, the 
course of nature may be retarded, but 
the gathering forces, Hke the waters 
above am insufficient dam, will finally 
gather strength and sweep away every 
obstruction. It is America’s day be- 
hind. the counter, and no effort can 
chang it. 

There is about this change wf busi- 
ness leadership a condition not attend- 
ant upon the previous revolutions of 
trade. The people of England and of 
the United States have been trained 
in the same school, speak the same !an- 
guage, and are essentially the same 
people. When the cotton factor in 
Lancashire feels that he is not well 
located for trade, he is meither forced 
to quit his business nor move among 
aliens. When he establishes his plant in 
any state of the south he can find him- 
self still at home—the same literature, 
the same schools, the same churches, 
a kindred spirit. It is simply the Eng- 
lishman before evolution and _ after. 
The greyhound steamer has destroyed 
distance, the telegraph has destroyed 
time. The Englishman can be an Eng- 
lishman still, but under enlarged con- 
ditions. The changes will be gradual 
and the people will slowly become ac- 
customed to it. 

For these reasons our English con- 
temnoraries should take heart and look 
to the future. The English area is 
larger—that is all.

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Now for Peters Street. 

The improvement of Peters street, as 
already outlined, is a work which 
should meet with no delay from the 
city council. 

This is one of the great thorough- 
fares through which the -business of 
the city is conducted. Paralleled by 
the railroads, its position is one of 
commanding influente, which should 
be fostered in every possible way. 
Peters street is the feeder upon which 
a dozen parallel streets are supported, 
so that its improvement is but enlarg- 
ing the great workshop out of which 
the city is to live. 

The county commissioners have rec- 
ognized the fact to such an extent that 
they have agreed to bear half the cost 
of the work. This is on the theory 
that being a main thoroughfare and 
part of the county system, it should 
receive county support. 

The city of Atlanta should build up 
the thoroughfares, and none will bring 
better results than Peters street. 


Right Kind of Courtesy. 


The Baltimore newspapers may not 
be up to the standard of exploitation 
and display affected by newspapers of 
other “cities, but they are governed by 
a courtesy worthy of consideration. 

The American, referring to the sixty- 
fourth birthday of The Sun, says:

THE PASSING THRONG. 


“College boys have queer ideas of hon- 
or,” said a gentleman at the Kimball 
yesterday. ; 

“The code of ethics that prevails among 
college students is forcibly illustrated by 
the testimony that is being brought out 
relative to the hazing of Booz, the West 
Point cadet. _Undoubtedly there are ca- 
dets at the academy who have never taken 
part in hazing, but, if you have kept 
up with the evidence, you must have no- 
ticed that every witness who has taken 
the stand has admitted, and seeming- 
ly with a certain degree of pride, that 
he took part in all the hazing pranks 
that were played. Of course they are 
not all guilty. There is many a cadet at 
the academy who never had anything to 
do with hazing except possibly as a vic- 
tim of the rougher element. But the Booz 
case has brought the academy into no- 
toriety, and the cadets feel that honor 
demands that they all stand together. 
That is why they all testify so glibly 
that hazing is common. If one cadet 
were to go on the stand and swear that 
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GEORGE LYNCH, 
The Special War_ Correspondent 
Who Is Now Visfting in Atlanta. 
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he never had anything to do with haz- 
ing and had always obeyed the rules of 
the academy officials instead. of the un- 
written laws of the cadet corps, he would 
be ostracised by his fellows and would 
probably be forced out of West Point. 
College ethics demand that students must 
stand together, no matter how the truth 
is shattered. 

“That’s why I call the ethics queer. 
Morally, one ought always to do what is 
right and everybody, who is not an idiot, 
knows what right is. But coltege stu- 
dents Have a different standard of right. 
Loyalty to one’s fellows comes before 
loyalty to duty or loyalty to truth. Any 
student who sticks to college regulations 
at the expense of his fellows will find 
himself extremely unpopular. 

“The recent trouble at the Tech here 
in Atlanta furnishes a case in point. When 
the news of the trouble was first printed 
the statement was made that every mem- 
ber of the senior class was involved ex- 
cept young Dougherty. But when the 
trial occurred young Dougherty took the 
stand and implicated himself in the mu- 
tiny—in fact, according to his story, he 
was a ring-leader. Of course, if the 
first story had been true and young 
Dougherty had refused to take part in the 
meeting, he would have been right and 
ought to have been praised for refusing 
to violate the rules of an institution 
whose regulations he had pledged him- 
self to abide by. But young Dougherty 
would have got no praise if he had pur- 
sued such a course. He would have fall- 
en under the contumely of his fellows, 
and I am not sure that he would have 
been a hero witb the public. The man 
who stands by his friends, right or wrong, 
is always popular, and that is the rule 
at colleges. A student must stand by 
his fellows, regulations or no regulations, 
if he expects to be popular. If he is a 
stickler for obeying the rules and refuses 
to take part with his fellows, he will 
soon find himself very severely let alone, 
so far as the student body is concerned. 
As I have said, it is a queer system of 
ethics, but still I can’t help admiring it. 
It is the element of personal loyalty 
that will stop at nothing to aid a friend 
that makes it admirable.’’

Whatever could be produced on the farm 
made, and as a result, in a short 
while he was buying very little from the 
merchants. In fact, Mr. Farley became 
a sort of a merchant himself, selling sur- 
plus corn, wheat, meat and sirup. This 
course left his entire cotton crop a sur- 
plus, and, of course, his bank account 
fattened. 

Mr. Farley's neighbors wondered how 
he could make money while they fell be- 
hind. If they had thought a bit the 
reason would have been apparent. Mr. 
Farley farmed with his head as wel] as 
his hands, while his neighbors never 
used their heads except probably in run- 
ning up the accounts sent in by the mer- 
chants who furnished them supplies at 
time prices. Mr. Farley never paid time 
prices. When he didn’t have the cash, 
he did without. The result is that he 
has plenty of cash now. What Mr. Far- 
ley has done, others can do. The soil 
is here, and it only wants to be worked 
with the head as well as the hand. 


The usual hubtub was on tn the Kimhall 
lobby yesterday afternoon. If anything 
the hubbub was a bit more pronounced 
than usual. The lobby was full of trav- 
elers, Georgia politicians and the loungers, 
and everybody was trying to talk at the 
sime time, resulting in a very Babel of 
scunds.

is increasing, and while this city is 

not an extensive exporter, it Is 
reaching out. A tour among a number of 
leading business houses yesterday 
brought out the almost general statement 
that little effort hag been made for the 
Cuban trade, partly for the reasons that 
local trade was sufficiently good, and 
that they did not regard matters as suffi- 
ciently settled on that turbulent island. 
However, a number of Atlanta merchants 
are reaching out for that trade, and while 
some articles are shipped direct, some of 
the trade is handled indirectly. This is 
because of high freight rates. For exam- 
ple, the ocean freight rates from New 
York to Havana are about the same cs 
from Miami, Fla., to Havana. So the At- 
lanta merchant must in addition pay rail- 
road rates to Miemi in order to cor:petoe 
with New York. 

This cannot be done €xcept in a com- 
paratively few articles, and in order to 
get around this high tariff rate the At- 
lanta merchant has his Cuban orders 
filled in New York, from whence they are 
shipped direct to Cuban points. Some of 
the Atlanta houses have branch houses 
in Cuba, but the business is mostly done 
through traveling salesmen. 

“As soon as political conditicns are set- 
tled, and we know whether the constitu- 
tion extends over the island, or what this 
changeable government is going to do 
with it, there will be more branch houses 
established in Havana, and the island will 
be overrun with drummers,” said an At- 
leanta merchant. 

Reports from traveling salesmen are to 
the effect that, rmenerally, business on the 
island is improving, and will be much bet- 
ter when public confidence shall be re- 
stored. 

A wholesale dealer in shoes has recentiy 
made several shipments to Havana. He 
stated that the shoe for the Cuban trade 
must be of special make, or of a special 
shape to fit the Cuban foot, which is 
smaller than the American base of un- 
derstanding. The Cuban has a higher in- 
step, and they want higter heels—both 
the men and the women. The ankle is al- 
so fuller, which requites more of an ex- 
pansion on the part of the shoe. The wo- 
men’s sizes are from No. 13 to No. 4, in- 
clusive, while the sizes for women in Lhis

in the rough. He expects a better trade 
in this line if the Cuban digestive appa- 
tatus takes more yearningly to the crack: 
er. He does a much better business, how: 
ever, in the candy line—especially iz 
“sweet chocolates.” He thinks this i¢ 
owing to the fact that he uses only thé 
very best clarified sugar in manufactur 
ing—a much better grade than is used by 
some of the candy manufdcturers at New 
Orleans. 

A market is also found by Atlanta mem 
chants for cotton goods—such as cheag 
pantaloons, shirts, etc.; also paper bags, 
a few lighter articles of furniture and 
farming implements. Some enterprising 
truck farmers in this vicinity have made 
shipments to Havana, in competition witb 
Florida truck farmers. 

As stated, freight rates are unfavorable 
to Atlanta’s present prospects, or aré 
more favorable to New York. But, con- 
sidering this natural disadvantage, At- 
lanta is doing a good Cuban trada and 
the prospects are brighter,

Pole Eft Wil Be Made T 


Bring Off the Jeffries-Ruhlin 
Fight in Georgia, 


A possible effort will be made, in case 
. the Jeffries-Ruhlin fight is 


stopped in 
Cincinnati by the governor of Ohio, to 
Puli the big championship mill off in Geor- 
gia. This is the latest development in 
the fighting situation, which all at once 
‘holds out inviting prospects to the lovers 
of ‘the manly sport in this state. 

But Governor Candler— 

Whatever may be Governor Candler’s 
attitude as to prize fights in Georgia he 
is saying very little about it just at 
present, though there are evidently some 
people who would like to know, 

The governor returned yesterday after- 
noon from a brief visit to Gainesville and 
Was busy in his private office for an hour 
or more going through the two days’ ac- 
cumulation of mail that he found await- 
ing him on his desk. As he reac'g@:d the 
bottom of a stack of letters about six 
inches or so thick, he came upon a tele- 
gram which read as follows: 

Cincinnat!, O., January 1{4.—Hon. A. D. 
Candler, Governor of Georgia, Atlanta. Please 
wire us whetrer you would permit Jeffries and 
Ruhlin to fight a limited number of rounds in 
your state in case the fight is prevented here. 

The dispatch was signed by a_ well 
known Cincinnati newspaper. 

The governor read the telegram aloud 
amd smiled sarcastically. 

“Let them try it and find out for them- 
selives,’’ he remarked. 

Then he crumpled the bit of paper and 
threw it into the official waste basket. 

“What would you do, governor?’ was 
asked. 

“Silence is sometimes golden,” he, re- 
plied as he picked up the next letter, 
which happened to be from an alleged 
orator of the colored persuasion who had 
addressed him at Augusta, Ga. 

Thé governor was reminded of the fa- 
mous Waycross war, which covers an 
important page in Georgia’s military his- 
tory. 

“No,” he said, ‘‘there would hardly. be 
a repetition of the Waycross campaign. 
There would be time enough to deal with 
any situation that might present itself.” 

The Waycross campaign of 1894 is fa- 
miliar history. When the governor of 
Fiorida endeavored to prevent the fight 
between Jim: Corbett and Charley Mitch- 
ell, the Englishman, at Jacksonville, there 
were all sorts of rumors about what the 
fighters and thelr managers would do, 
chief among which was that they would 
move the arena. across the Florida line 
into Georgia, in the woods, into Okeefeno- 
kee swamp, or anywhere rather than fail 
to pull off the mill. The rumor gained so 
much ground among some of the people 
of Florida who were not on the inside 
that {it communicated itself to some of 
the good people of Georgia to such an 
extent that they really believed the great, 
big bluff that the fighters were putting 
up. Governor Northen was among those 
who believed that some such plot had 
been formed agairst the peace ef the 
good state of Georgia. Three troops of 
cavalry, unmounted, and the Waycross 
Rifles were at once ordered under arms. 
A special train left Savannah with the 
Georgia Hussars and the other troops 
were taken on between Savannah and 
Waycross, where General W. W. Gor- 
don, then Colonel Gordon, of the First 
regiment cavalry, went into consultation 
with the governor. Orders were issued 
that the troops proceed at once to the 
front. To. Folkston they went under 
command of Colonel Gordon, and there 
waged as gallant a campaign as ever 
Georgia soldiers fought—a campatgn of 
waiting. No train was allowad to pass 
except after inspection by the command- 
ing officer. About 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon came a request from the railroad 


officials to Colonel Gordon to allow a spe-¢ 


cial train to pass without stopping, it 
being solemnly assured that no prize 
fighters were aboand and that Georgia 
soil was not to be desecrated. Colonel 
Gordon's answer, giving permg:sion under 
the conditions named, was hardly cold 
on the wire before the special, an engine 
and one coach, went by Folkston so fast 
as to leave nothing but a blue streak as 
an impression upon the vision. 

An hour later & was learned that that 
special train carried the newspaper cor- 
‘respondents who saw Corbett knock out 
Mitchell in Jacksonville about a couple 
of hours before. The Waycross war thus 
gloriously ended.

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ORIGIN OF FIRE 
VERY MYSTERIOUS 


G. 0, Williams Planing Mill Destroyed 
by Flames Last Night. 


NO EXPLANATION OFFERED 


Several Houses in Vicinity Rotted 
While Fire Was Under Headway. 


NCENDIARY WORK IS SUSPECTED 


Firemen Faced Roasting Flames 
and Their Work Was Heroic. 
Neighboring Property Saved.

The planing mill of the G. O. Williams’ 
Lumber Company, located on ‘Walton 
street near the junction of Marietta 
Street, was almost totally destroyed by 
fire last night. The origin of the fire is 
enveloped in mystery and this fact has 
developed quite an interesting story. 

The mill fronts on Walton street, abut- 
ting the sidewalk, and the fire was dis- 
covered right near the sidewalk. The en- 
gine room js situated in the rear of the 
mil] and there was no fire whatever in the 
mill. This fact leads to the belief that the 
building was either fired by an incendiary 
or was the result of some one, passing 
along the sidewalk, throwing a match or 
cigar in the shavings. ; 

Considerable weight is given to the 
first theory by the significant fact that 
during the progress of the fire and while 
the neighborhood was greatly excited, 
several houses in the vicinity were rob- 
bed of clocks and other small articles. 
It is thought that maybe some person or 
persons fired the mill in order to create 
excitement and in order to attract people 
from their homes, thus giving them an 
excellent opportunity to commit their 
depredations. 

When the alarm was turned in, Call 
Officers Mayo ard Garner visited the 
scene of the conflagration and the rob- 
beries were brought to their attention. 
The robbers had made good their escape, 
however, owing to the excitement and the 
large crowd about the fire, and no clew 
was obtained that would lead to their de- 
tection. 

The fire was discovered shortly after 9 
o’cleck and the firemen did not leave the 
scene until about 11 o’clock. The mill is a 
two-story frame structure and the flames 
had gained considerable headway when 
the firemen arrived on the scene. Quite a 
number of doors and sashes were in the 
building, in addition to a quantity of rich 
pine shavings, and this combination fur- 
nished easy fuel for the greedy flames.

New York, January 14.—Andrew Carne- 
gie today himself affirmed the denial of 
stories which were current yesterday to 
the effect that J. P. Morgan and others 
were preparing to buy the Carnegie Steel 
Company. Until Mr. Carnegie made this 
statement it was still believed in many 
quarters that the first step had been taken 
toward uniting all the steel companies of 
the country under one so-called ‘‘Com- 
munity of Interests Company.’”’ 

“Is not continued competition among 
steel desirable in the public interest?’ 
Mr. Carnegie was asked. 

“I see no reason to believe,’ said Mr. 
Carnegie, “that competition in any busi- 
ness can be permanently prevented un- 
less by patent or control of raw materials. 
Even the railroads soon quarrel, and the 
gentlemen’s agreements go to pieces. This 
is human nature.’’ 

In replly to the question whether the 
steel industry were not profitable enough 
now to insure good returns to companies 
properly captalized and managed, with- 
out competition, Mr. Carnegie said: 

‘Just now, yes. It is prosperous. But 


steel is either a king or a pauper. It is 
the jumpingjack of business.” |

Textil Exposition Committee 
Makes Strong Showing 


COUNCIL COMMITTEE HEARS 


It Was Shown Yesterday That an 
Extra Tax Rate Would Be In- 
finitesimal Compared with 
Result to Each 
Citizen. 


The appearance before the finance com- 
mittee of council] yesterday of the general 
committee to promote the Atlanta Tex- 
tile exposition for the purpose of asking 
the city of Atlanta to appropriate $100,000 
to ald the proposed exposition, indicated 
the great earnestness of the public-spirit- 
ed citizens who are determined to push 
the great project to a successful con- 
summation. 

The impression made on the municipa’ 
‘'awmakers could not but have been @ 
favorable one for the end intended, for 
the remarks of the exposition committee- 
men were logical as well as enthusiastic. 
The speakers were business men dealing 
with a business proposition from a busi- 
ness point of view. They showed that 
the rate of tax imcrease necessary td 
make the appropriation asked available 
would be infinitesimal compared to the 
direct material gain to accrue to the 
great body of taxpayers as the result of 
the exposition, and that the present 
progress, wealth and prosperity of At- 
lanta was such that the additional bur- 
den would not be noticeable. It was 
urged that public sentiment was behind 
the request and that council would meet 
with no criticism from the property 
holders in taking such action. 

In Two Installments. 

The textiie exposition promoters asked 
that half of -the $100,000 be appropriated 
during the present year and the other 
half during 1902 in installments of $25,000 
each. Under the arrangement proposed 
the city was not to be placed in a rela- 
tion to the exposition that would make it 
responsible for any indebtedness incurred, 
priwate individuals taking upon them- 
selves whatever risk might be involved 
in the splendid enterprise. 

In reply to the direct question by 
Councilman Longino it was emphasized 
by several of the speakers that the pro- 
posed textile exposition was in no sense 
a private enterprise, though private capi- 
tal was responsible for its success. While 
the gentlemen who agreed to raise an 
amount equal to that contributed by the 
city relieved the municipality from any 
liability In the event of a financial de- 
ficit, they did not ask for a cent of the 
overplus in the event that the enterprise 
proved profitable. 

The plan they proposed contemplated 
placing any profits realized into a fund 
te be used in purchasing the ground, 
buildirgs and improvements at Exposi- 
tion park and presenting that valuable 
property to the city of Atlanta. It was 
purely a case of broadgauged ljberality 
on the part of the citizens of Atlanta 
looking only to her upbuilding and, future 
prosperity. 

It was further shown that the contribu- 
tion asked from the city was in line with 
the liberal policy heretofore observed by 
council under similar but less promising 


circumstances. For the exposition of 1881 
the city contributed $15,000, and for that 
of 1895, $75,000. Tne bankers present testi- 
fied that the latter exposition had re- 
sulted in at least $10,000,000 being added to 
the wealth of the city, to say nothing of 
the beneficial results derived from the 
vast amount of advertising recéived by 
Atlanta from all over thg nation and in 
many_foreign countries. - 
Colonel Hemphill Speaks. 

Colonel W, A. Hemphill, chairman of 
the textile exposition committee, intro- 
duced his colleagues after a brief but 
strong statement of the proposition. He 
said that even in embryo the exposition 
of 198 was a foregone success. — 

J. J, Spalding made a ringing talk, full 
of hard sense and a pertinent presenta- 
tion of facts. He said it was not a de- 
batable question whether Atlanta could 
afford to appropriate $100,000 to the textile 
exposition. “‘She cannot afford not ta 
ao it.”” he declared. 

H. H. Cabaniss told of the good results 
directly attributable to former public 
enterprises of the kind and said vastly 
greater results would inevitably follow 
such an exposition as that proposed in 
1901. 

Clark Howell reviewed the wonderful 
textile development of the south since tne 
old Cotton States exposition was helg 
in Atlanta and declared that conditions 
could not be more favorable for a great 
textile exposition that would demonstrate 
to the world what southern industry 
could do with its own raw material. He 
said an exposition of the kind would do 
more to hasten the day when the na- 
tion’s textile manufactories were concen- 
trated in the cotton belt than all othey 
kinds of advertising. It would do mors 
than make Atlanta talked about. It 
would bring the New England spinneg 
south. 

Walter G. Cooper gave some important 
statistics bearing on the benefits derived 
by Atlanta from the exposition of 1896. 

George Parrott said tmat the $500,000 
hotel which he and other Atlanta capital- 
ists were to erect at once on Peachtree 
street had been projected with the hold- 
ing of the textile exposition in 1903 in 
view and that many other building erm 
itterartses and investments in the city 
were in a measure contingent upon At- 
lanta showing her old time mettle in that 
respect, 

Postmaster Smythe gave some statistics 
of his office that speak louder than a 
column of generalities in proof of how 
Atlanta has progressed. 

At a meeting tonight the finance come 
mittee of the council will consider the 
textile exposition appropriation and also 
the matter of appropriating $2,500 an- 
nually’ to the chamber of commerce.

Committee Hears from Johnson, 
Hurt, Moyers and Anderson 
on Lighting Franchise, 


Definite action by the committee on 
electric lights, telegraph and telephones 
of the city council yesterday, on the pe- 
tition of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
company for an electric lighting fran- 
chise, was postponed. 

The committee held an open meeting 
during the afternoon, during which in- 
terested persons were heard concerning 
the matter, then a short executive ses- 
sion was held, and the committee ad- 
journed to meet again tomorrow evening 
at 7 o’clock, at which time it is expected 
that a report on the petition will be pre- 
pared to be presented to the council] at 
its next meeting. : 

Those who spoke before the commit- 
tee were Joel Hurt, Alderman Harvey 
Johnson, Colonel W. T. Moyers and Cap- 
tain Clifford L. Anderson. All spoke 
in: favor of the petition except Mr. John- 
son, who explained before making his 
talk that he appeared, not in his official 
capacity, but as a private citizen who 
had the best interests of the city at 
heart. 

Save for a short rapid fire bit of repar- 
tee between Mr. Johnson and Colonel 
Moyers, the meeting was devoid of en- 
tertaining features. The arguments of all 
who spoke, however, were of an exceed- 
ingly interesting nature. 

Could Operate Under Charter. 

Decidedly the most important state- 
ment made before the committee was 
that of Colonel Moyers, who said the 
power company not only had the right 
to operate an electric lighting plant 
under its charter, but also under the 
state law. 

The city. council, he said, could say 
how the streets should be occupied by 
such a system, and could require what 
police restrictions thought necessary. He 
stated that the powe® company, he felt 
sure, would accept any restrictions that 
were not unreasonable. 

He read a decision from the Seventy- 
first Georgia report in the case of the 
Gate City Gas Light company against 
the city, to show that the state charter 
could not be abrogated by the city. 

When the meeting began Joel Hurt was 
the first to speak. He stated that for a 
long time his company had _ received 
many applications for incandescent elec- 
tric lights and electric power from dif- 
ferent sections of the city, which, he 
said, was not favored with these facili- 
ties, but a contract with the Georgia 
Electric Light company had precluded 
any idea of meeting these requests. 

He went on to say that mass meetings 
had been held and clubs organized by 
citizens who wanted to know if the city 
would not establish a municipal light and 
power plant, so that aN sections might 
be benefited. Mr. Hurt stated that there 
were twenty or thirty buildings in At- 
lanta that operated their own plants. He 
said the Equitable building had: never re- 
celved a proposition from the Georgia 
Electric Light company to furnish lights 
at any price. 

Many Houses Now Wired. 

He also stated he knew of many houses 
that were all wired for lights, but could 
get no electricity. 

“The idea that has been foremost in 
our plans,’’ said Mr. Hurt, ‘‘was to sup- 
ply people with lights who could not get 
lights at any cost, and while we might 
not have contemplated giving lights at 
less cost than was charged by the other 
compamy, yet we found that this could 
be done.’’ 

He thought that the grant should be 
so favorable as to terms that the enter- 
prise would be encouraged. Reference 
was made to the purchase of the lot from 
the city at a cost of $20,000, where now 
stands the company’s power house. The 
charter granted his company in 1891, he 
said, was for fifty years, and it now had 
forty years yet to run. 

He stated that no new sets of bonds 
could be issued, and it was desirable that 
the grant should be for a long period. 
“We do not ask the right to condemn 
anybody's property,’” concluded Mr. 
Hurt. “If we understood that this was 
to be done we probably would not ask 
for this. franchise.’’ . 

Harvey Johnson next spoke. He said 
he did not oppose the granting of the 
franchise asked, but favored it when 
granted under proper restrictions. He 
said he would not go into a discussion of 
the “‘squabble”’ of last year unless forced 
to defend it. ‘“‘I will demand,” said he, 
“that if the lights are granted that the 
railways go with them. Of the two I 
consider the railways the more import- 
ant.”’ 

Only Lights Considered. 
« Colonel Moyers next addressed the 
committee and said he wished to answer 
a remark made by Alderman Johnson. 

Mr. Johnson immediately replied that he 
had not appeared before the committee 
in his official capacity, but as a private 
citizen. A lively discussion between the 
two was about to be precipitated, when 
Chairman Grady reminded them that the 
committee had met for the purpose of 
considering a petition for electric lights, 
and not electric railways. He stated that 
any remarks that had been made touch- 
ing railways were out of order. 

After Colonel Moyers concluded Cap- 
tain Clifford L. Anderson had a few 
words to say. He stated that the city 
has the right to say how the streets 
shall be opened for the laying of conduits 
and had the authority to refuse to grant 
franchises to railways without giving 
any excuse for such action. 

Captain Anderson said the company’s 
charter and the state law prevented the 
city from refusing to allow the company 
to operate a lighting plant, and that the 
application had been made that the com- 
pany could take advantage of its rights 
in an orderly manner, under the direc- 
tion of the city. He stated the company 
@ year ago could have gone into ‘the 
courts to secure these rights, but it had 
refrained from taking such course. 

As to rates, Captain Anderson stated 
there would be no trouble about that, 
for if reasonable prices were not asked, 
then proper rates could be fixed by legal 
means. The committee then announced 
its intention to hold an executive session 
and those not members withdrew.

Paper hangers and fresco painters will 
be called upon td submit bids, and it {fs 
probable that in a short time the actual 


work of rejuvenating the old city hall , 


will be well under way. 


Offices and halls are to be brightened « 


with fresh paper and paints, and if the 
ideas of the committee are carried out 
as contemplated, it is safe to say that the 
improvements will in every way meet 
the suggestion made by the mayor. 

Mayor Mims has already taken the Ini- 
tiative in the matter, and his offices on 
the third floor of the city hall building 
are now as handsome as any in the city. 
The color scheme adopted is admirable, 
and gives the rooms a cheerful aspect. 
New desks, tables and furniture contrib- 
ute to make the office of the city’s chief 
executive in every way desirable. 

The mayor’s talk on last Saturday has 
caused no end of favorable comment, and 
it is believed that he will meet with 
hearty co-operation on the part of the 
council In carrying out the ideas ad- 
vanced. 

It is proposed to make the city hall in 
every way representative of the city 
whose officers are located there, and the 
committee having charge ef the building 
will doubtless see to it that this end is 
attained.

BURCKHART WAS DISBARRED. 


Attorney Prevented from Practicing 
in the Courts of 
Atlanta. 

Judge Lumpkin yesterday i{ssued an or- 
der disbarring B. C. Burckhart, an at- 
torney of the Atlanta bar, from practic- 
ing law in the Atlanta courts and fn the 
courts of the state.

“POLICE COMMISSIONERS 


SHE board of police commissioners 
last night finally disposed of the 
much agitated tharges made against 

certain members of the police department 
by Rev. L. G. Broughton, and formally 
exonerated all of the policemen who were 
on duty“at the exposition grounds during 
the jockey club meet. It will. be remem- 
bepged that Dr. Broughtcn charged that 
some of these policemen had been gam- 
bling on the races and drinking, but when 
the police board called for the names they 
were not produced. 

The finishing touches were put to what 
has proved quite a sensation by the pass- 
‘ang of the following resolution, introduced 
hy Commissioner English: 

“Resolved, That, whereas the Key- 
erend L. G. Broughton has ixtterly 
failed to furnish thig board with the 
nMames of any police officer or officers 
whe were laying arourd the race track 
during the late fair, drinking whisky, 
therefore, be it resolved; that said offi- 
cers be and they are hereby fully ex- 
onerated from such charge.” 
Commissioner Fox stated that no offi- 

fers had been named, and he thought 
that the names of all of the officers who 
were on duty at the race track should be 
mentioned, in order that all refleciion 
would be removed from them. To this, 
enswer was made that al) of the officers 
who did duty there and the enfire police 
force was included in the resolution. 

Commissioner English stated that he 
presented the resolution simply to com- 


plete the record. This probably marks 
the concluding chapter to this rather in- 
tereeting story. , 

Patrolman J. W. Dodd was tried by the 
board for failing to properly patrol his 
beat, and for going to sleep while on 
duty. The officer pleaded guilty, and gave 
as an excuse for going to sleep that he 
had 1 some sleep on account of a sick 
baby. He said that he was not asleep 
more than fifteen minutes, when he was 
awakened by Sergeant Abbott. 

The sergeant and Pafrolman Hill testi- 
fied as to finding the officer asleep in a 
ttairway on Whitehall street. The board 
went into execufive session and decided 
to suspend Officer Dodd for thirty days. 

No More Politics. 


| Chief of Police Manly yesterday issued 
an order forbidding the members of the 
police department from parti¢ipating in 
politics. This order comes somewhat in 
the nature of a surprise, and it is the 
Sipposition that it has special reference 
to the approaching election of the mem- 
ber of the board of police commissioners. 

The order of the chief follows: 

‘No officer or member of the police 
force will be allowed to advocate the 
claims of afiy person for any office, 
whether city, state, county or national 
government.’’ 

The impression prevails that the ‘chief 
desires to forestall any too much active 
interest on the part of the members of 
the force in the election of the commis- 
sioner. This is the only matter to which 
the order could specially refer, as there 
are no other elections on just at present 
in which the policemen would likely be 
interested.

Georgia's Electors Cast Ballots 
for Defeated Candidates 


REVILL ELECTED MESSENGER 


Phillips, of Louisville, Had Six Votes 
on First Ballot, but Combina- 
tion Defeated Him—Du- 
pont Made Permanent 
President. 


“We have settled our differences,” said 
Fulton Colville yesterday just before the 
Georgia electoral college was called to 
Order at noon in the senate chamber. ‘I 
am to be temporary president and Mr. 
Dupont permanent president of the col- 
lege.”’ 

Thus was avoided a contest for that 
honor, but there was a warm fight for 
the position of messenger, which finally 
went to Colonel W. T. Revill, of Green- 
ville, over J. R. Phillips, of Louisville, 
who had six votes on the first ballot. 

The result of the election for messen- 
ger was due to a comvination against Mr. 
Phillips, whose six votes, it seemed, 
would carry him through. Colonel Reviil 
had only three votes on the first baliot 
and J. W. Greer, of Macon, had four. 
Then the tide began to turn. A little 
quiet work was done among the electors 
and the vote on the second ballot brought 
Colonel Revill to the front with six votes 
to four for Phillips and three for Greer. 
On the third ballot Phillips had five votes, 
Revill five and Greer three. 

The contest was decided on the fourth 
ballot, Messrs. Strickland and Fullwood 
changing their votes trom Mr. Greer, at 
his request, to Colonel Revill. The vote 
stood: Revill 7, Phillips 4, and Greer 2. 
Mr. Phillips’s election was predicted as 
certain before the meeting of the col- 
lege, but the combination against him 
proved too strong. Mr. Strickland’s mo- 
tion to make the vote for Colonel Revill 
Unanimous was unanimously carried. 

The college was called to order at noon 
by J. P. Jacoway, of Trenton. Mr. Du- 
pont nominated Hon. Fulton Colville for 
temporary president. He was unanimous- 
ly elected and upon assuming the chair 


said in part: 

‘We are called together today to per- 
form a perfunctory duty—to cast our bal- 
lots for the defeated candidate for presi- 
dent of our country. If right should al- 
ways triumph, it behooves the leaders of 
our country to consider why the demo- 
crats were defeated. ‘The principles of 
the democratic party are right and I be- 
lieve in their final triumph. 

“Tt behooves us to consider the causes 
of our defeat. One cause was the division 
in our ranks. We did not meet the enemy 
in solid phalanx. There has been some 
talk of reorganization, suggested by the 
minority. The minority cannot organize 
the majority, and it would be foolish in 
the minority to desert the majority. We 
must consider our past, come together 
and organize under democratic principles. 
We have won in the past and we ought 
to win in the future.’ 

Mr. Colville sald party harmony was 
absolutely essential to this end and dem- 
ocrats should all work to the end of 
bringing it about. 

Augustus Dupont, of Dupont, Clinch 
county, was then placed in nomination 
and elected permanent president. He 
thanked the members of the college for 
the. honor. Steve Postell was then elect- 
ed secretary. 

The roll call showed all the electors 
present, as follows: State at large, Ful- 
ton Colville, Atlanta; Augustus Dupont, 
Dupont; first district, W. W. Shepard, 
Savannah; second, C. W. Fullwood, Tif- 
ton: third, W. C. Nottingham, Jefferson- 
ville; fourth, Ben F. McLaughlin, Green- 
ville; fifth, Edward Latham, Atlanta; 
sixth, J. M. Strickland, Griffin; seventh, 
J. P. Jacoway, Trenton; eighth, A. G. 
McCurry, Hartwell; ninth, J. J. Kimsey, 
Cleveland; tenth, T. E. Massengale, Nor- 
wood; eleventh, A. BE. Cochran, Black- 
shear. 

The necessary papers upon which to 
make the certificate of the vote wero 
read. and on motion it was decided to re- 
quest the attendance of Attorney General 
Terrell to decide any knotty problems 
that might arise. 

Mr. Terrell said the electors might vote 
either by ballot or viva voce. A viva 
voce vote was then taken for president, 
some of the electors voting for William 
Jennings Bryan, some for William J. 
Bryan and others for W. J. Bryan. They 
were aware, however, that he was one 
and the same man. Then another vote 
was taken by ballot with the same re- 
sult. : 

Just here Mr, Terrell suggested that it 
might be best to vote viva voce, for if 
it were by ballot it would be possible 
for some men to vote for another can- 
didate without it being known who did it. 

Thirteen yotes were cast viva voce for 
Adlai E. Stevenson for vice president. 

On resolution of Mr. Massengale it was 
decided to elect the messenger by ballot. 
Mr. Massengale nominated J. R. Phillips, 
of Louisville; Mr. McLaughlin nominated 
Colonel W. T. Revill, editor of The Meri- 
wether Vindicator, and J. W. Greer, of 
Macon, was placed before the e@ollege by 
Mr. Strickland. The result was the elec- 
tion of Colonel Revill, as stated above. 
The messenger receives from the general 
government $300 and 20 cents per mile 
traveled each way to and from Washing- 
ton. 

It was ordered that the secretary be 
requested to write up the minutes in the 
electoral college book, kept in the office 
of the secretary of state, for which ser- 
vice he will receive $16. 

The electors took a recess until 32 
o’clock in the afternoon, when they met 
to sign the certificates of their vote. 
There were three of these. One was sent 
to Washington to the president of the 
senate by registered mail last night. An- 
Other was turned over to the messenger 
to be taken to Washington next month, 
and the third was transmitted to Goy- 
ernor Candler to be filed. This completed 
the business and the college adjaurned 
sine die.

Logan Cross, colored, was convicted of 
assault to murder and on the recom- 
mendation of the jury was given twelve 
months. 

W. H. Dozier, colored, was given a fine 
of $50 or six months for larceny from 
the person. Ruby Bailey, F. M. Gant 
and Paul Johnson, all colored, received 
sentences of twelve months for assault 
to murder. Fred Cole, a white man, was 
acquitted of the charge of larceny from 
the person, and Howard Connally and 
Ernest Pledger, colored, were found not 
guilty of the charge of burglary.

Ennis & Stoppani, under date of January 
12th, say of cotton: ‘‘As we said when cot- 
ton was considerably lower, the future course 
of the market will depend on business condi- 
tions. If business is to be simply ordinary, 
while there will be practically a need for all 
cotton raised this year, still the price cannot 
be expected to advance further, but if busi- 
ness is to be good or very good, and we be- 
lieve the latter will prove to be the case, 
then not alone will stocks be all absorbed, 
but there will be an urgent legitimate de- 
mand and later a speculative that will possi- 
bly cause the quotation to advance to old 
time records, India recovering from its ter- 
rible famine, will soon be a more liberal 
buyer, The opening up of China will probably 
result in an extended business that will put 
in the shade any former export business we 
have ever done. Africa, Cuba, Porto Rico 
and South American countries can be expect- 
ed to be increasing buyers of American cot- 
ton goods. While England will go through 
a period of business depression and her re- 
quirements fall off, still the foreign demand 
is far in excess of the expected demand, If it 
keeps on our American mills will soon be very 
anxious about securing their cotton. The re- 
ceipts from September Ist to January |Oth 
inclusive are reported as 4,786,871! or 595,- 
725 bales greater than 1899-1900, but the 
exports aggregated 3,495,110, or 661,223 
bales greater than last year. So it can be 
readily seen that there is no accumulation 
of stocks, and this is with spot cotton selling 
at a premium over options. This argues that 
holders are not anxious to sell—and they would 
be if they did not have reason to believe the 
crop was short or the future particularly full 
of promise for higher prices.,’’ 


James Riordan’s Weekly Cotton 
Letter. 


New York, J&nuary 14.—Cotton has been 89 
dull this week as to border on stagnation. 
There havc been shor: periods when the trad- 
ing assumed fair proportions, but during most 
of the time the business has been very limited, 
Prices ai first improved a littie and then gave 
way, leaving the net result a shade in favor 
of the bears. The market has closely fol- 
lowed the various phases that the movement 
assumed, being firm when receipts -were light 
and easy when they were full. The net de- 
cline in consequence is attributable to the fig- 
ures of the week, which were, taken all in 
all, rather favorable to the shorts. The Janu- 
ary deal has not been productive of any of 
its further augmentation. Trade reports in 
this country continue rather unsatisfactory, 
while Manchester advices are favorable in 
tone. The movement of supplies is still gen- 
erally conceded to be the factor having the 
most potent influence upon the immediate 
future of the market. Both bulls and bears 
are counting on it for results favorable to 
their trade. The bears believing that, owing 
to the amount of cotton held in the south 
receipts must necessarily be large, while the 
bulls think that, as from now on last year's 
receipts increased materially in volume, the 
comparison will surely be siich as to attract 
a fresh demand from spinners, regardless cf 
the temporary movements of New York and 
Liverpool the southern markets stubbornly 
hold their own and furnish the main support 
to those who believe that present or even 
higher prices are justified by the situation. 
Speculation is temporarily out of cotton and 
therefore any upward move must be, at least, 
begun by trade demand. General sentimert 
among local operators is about evenly divided, 
strong interests being arrayed both for an4 
against the market, and to these interests a 
break in the existing deadlock would be very 
welcome. I still believe that the high level 
of values renders the chances greatly against 
the bulls.

New York, January !4.—The currents in 
today’s stock market were exceedingly con- 
fusing and ‘irregular, and the contest petween 
speculative forces was by no means conclu- 
sive. There was a very large amount of spec- 
ulative liquidation accomplished, and there 
were periods of acute and general weakness. 
Some of the recently prominent stocks in the 
advance suffered from material setbacks. On 
the other hand there were stocks whose 
strength was constant in varying degree 
throughout the session. The selling move- 
ment showed symptoms of having largely ex- 
pended itself during the course of the day, 
and there were signs of renewed aggressive- 
ness on the part of the bull interests and the 
market rallied throughout from the midday 
low level. New stocks came into the leader- 
ship, and there were indications that the per- 
sonality of the leaders of the speculation had 
also undergone some change. The brokers 
who were the largest sellers in the railroad 
list were very heavy buyers of some of the 
steel stocks, and it was evident that an at- 
tempt was to be made to conduct a double 
campaign in the market on the bear side in 
some of the railroads and on the bull side 
in tt» .teel stocks, The market closed in re- 
newed weakness among the railroads and spe- 
clalties, some of the latter two classes selling 
at the lowest on the last sales. There were 
points of strength during the day in the rail- 
road list and amongst quite a number of the 
stocks not usually conspicuous in the trading. 
The Eries had a notable recovery from early 
weakness, the first preferred getting 2% above 
Saturday. The Southwestern group showed 
signs of strength and St. Louis Southwescern 
preferred. got a point above Saturday at one 
time. Cleveland, Cincinnati, C‘h:cago and St, 
Louis stocks rose 3 and 3% respectively for 
the common and preferred. The National Salt 
stocks gained 2 and 2% respectively and Lead 
preferred recovered 5 points of its recent 
heavy decline. American Tobacco was 2% 
points over Saturday at the highest. But 
these points of strength were the exceptions 
in the market, although they had an effect 
in rallying other stocks and in largely@re- 
ducing the average net losses. The market 
ga+. unmistakable evidence of a decline in 
the speculative furore and a disposition to 
revise the more sanguine estimates of the 
high price already attained for many stocks 
and those expected for others. Disappoint- 
ment was heenly manifested among the hold- 
ers of St. Paul over the failure of confirma- 
tion of the many stories of a lease to North- 
ern Pacific, now pretty thoroughly discredited. 
The stock was forced at one time below 150, 
which was 4% below Saturday, and closed 
with a net loss of 3%. The other grangers 
were weak apparently in sympathy. The iv- 
cal traction stocks relapsed sharply after the 
buoyant. movement of Saturday, and Manhat- 
tan closed weak at the lowest. The Pacifics 
weer vigorously sold, but Missouri Pacific 
showed a good recovery.

New Orleans, January 1!4.—Liverpoel was 
unfavorably influenced by Wilson & Co.’s esti- 
mate. Our market in sympathy opened to 3 
to 4 points lower and declined 7 additional 
on longs realizing. A reaction of 6 points 
was established later on the light port re- 
ceipts, but the heavy estimates for both New 
Orleans and Houston tomorrow, assisted by 
the easiness existing in spots, caused a break 
of 7 to 8 points, making the net loss on the 
day I! to !I3 points. Port receipts for the 
three days are 41,000 this year, against 49,- 
000 last year. No importance is attached to 
this slight deficiency, because the five princi- 
pal interior towns during the same time show 
an aggregate in receipts of 34,68! this year, 
against 20,83! last year, or an excess of 66 
per cent over last year, and the stocks at 
these points have increased !,807 so far this 
week, against a loss of 4,225 last year.

O encourage arts: and crafts, i. e, 
Ts combine what is beautiful with 
: what is useful in the handicraft 
representing the self expression of the 
industrious, was the subject of the in- 
te:ivsting iprostamme of entertainment 
presented at the Atlanta Woman's Club 
yesterday afternoon. : 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley, chairman of the 
arts and crafts section, led discussion 
on the subject and impressed upon her 
hearers the practicability there was i% 
the movement, since the encourage- 
ment of handicraft meant giving 
idle hands something to do that would 
make them useful, and it also meant 
giving the ‘!ndustrious hand something 
to work upon, and maxing that work 
compensatipg. She referred to the the- 
ory which seemed to identify art with 


‘aristocracy, but explained that art might 


v 
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De beaulifully and usefully identified 
With the peopie, and that the artisan 
as such was not so far removed from the 
art that he might not become an expo- 
nent of it, not only in faithfully imitating 
or working up to the design given him, 
but that he might, with a little encourage- 
ment,, develop that self-expression that 
Gives to a nation its very art life. 

She made clear and emphasized tho 
teachings of William Morris, the great 
promulgator of the necessity of qa more 
widespread industrial art, for by him we 
are told, “Art is built up from handi- 
craft;’ and the decay of art meansto him 
the decay of the power of the average 
man to make something beautiful with 
his own hands, not as an tsolated event 
to be talked about for years, but as au 
every day occurrence, part of the normal 
expression of his daily life. 

He believes in the possibility of the 
artist workman—the man so trained and 
s0 envifoned that he could both design 
and produce objects of beauty. 

Mrs. Edward Brown folHowed Mrs. Ott- 
Jey in a brief and bright talk in which 
she gpitomized the theories of Ruskin 
and Morris as to art and the workman 
and demonstrated how these theories 
could be applied among the working peo- 
ple. She accepted the fact, in deploring 
the la¢k of handicraft among the Ameri- 
can people, that inventive genius and 
mechanical power had taken the place of 
what might have been that development 
of art spirit in artisan life that “is so 
successfully demonstrated by the peas- 
antry of Europe. She urged, too, the 
necessity there was in what. might be 
Rermed a more national spirit among 
American people in their self-expression 
and referred to our writers, painters or 
artists and workmen of all kinds, bor- 
rowing their subject matter from other 
countries instead of taking advantage o* 
the rich store at home. 

Illustrating the work of the foreign ar- 
tisan class, a number of beautiful speci- 
mens were shown, members of the club 
bringing them from their curio cabinets 

Miss Mary Brown Connelly exhibited 
from her collection innumerable articles 
illustrating the native art of the WBuro- 
pean countries and the evident spirit of 
the artisan in bringing out the expression 
of his every day life. 

As done by the Swedish peasants, she 
showed in miniature a hand-painted hat 
box, showing the favored national flower: 
from Switzerland were paper cutters ar- 
tistically decorated; from Sweden a but- 
ter mould, showing in the impressions

VETS MUST FIGHT 


SHY OF POLITICS 


General Gordon Reminds Camp Com- 
manders of the Rules, 


SEVERAL INFRACTIONS MADE 


Veterans Not Allowed To Indorse 
Any Political Aspirant for Office. 


BORDON BRINGS FORTH THE LAW 


No Camp Is Named by the Ccm- 
mander, but His Letter Indicates 
He Means To Preserve Rules. 


The confederate veteran camps of Geor- 
gia, as well as of the south, must con- 
form to the letter of the law in the mat- 
ter of officially indorsing candidates for 
office. This is the direction from General 
John B. Gordon, commander of the or- 
ganization, to Brigadier General A. J. 
West, of the north Georgia brigade, in 
whose command the rules of the veter- 
an organization have recently been vio- 
lated. 

Confederate camps are expressly for- 
bidden to indorse any political aspirant 
for office. In his communication to Gen- 


eral West, General Gordon states that 
one infraction of the rules has been com- 
mitted recently, although the name of 
the camp as well as of the person who 
was indorsed has been omitted. 

A number of infractions on the rule 
upheld by General Gordon have been 
committed in recent years, but as far as 
is known this is the first effort on the 
part of a commander in chief to uphold 
the rule. The positive position taken in 
this matter by General Gordon and indi- 

cated in the following letter shows that 
the present commander in chief 1s de- 
termined to see that the camps conform 
to the letter of the law. 

New Oreans, January 2, 1901.—To all Com- 
manding Officers, Commanders of Camps, Ad- 
jutants and Comrades of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans: 

1. It having been brought to the notice of 
the general commanding that one of the 
camps of this association has violated section 
1, article 9, of the constitution, by indorsing 
an aspirant for a political office, and as it 
may have been done from inattenion or ig- 
norance, the section is here published in full, 
and brought to the notice of all the camps, 
so that no such infraction may occur again, 
to-wit: , 

*“*ARTICLE IX. 

No discussion of political or re- 
ligious subjects, nor any political action or 
indorsing of aspirants for political office. 
shall be permitted within the federation of 
United Confederate Veterans.’’ 

It is, of course, right and proper for indi!- 
vidual members of camps to indorse their 
friends for political and other offices and to 
try and obtain positions for their old com- 
rades in their declining years, by all honor- 
able means within their power, and their 
loyalty and friendship in this way cannot be 
too highly commended; but under the above 
section no such action of a United Confederate 
Veteran Camp, collectively, nor an officer of 
the association, officially, will be tolerated 
by the association. 

2. The United Confederate Veteran Associa- 
tion was organized for a high and holy pur- 
pose, and it will be the endeavor of the gen- 
eral commanding to keep it within its proper 
sphere, and to see that it is not diverted from 
the noble and benevolent purposes for which it 
was intended. 

As the glorious achievements of its members 
and the history it is intended to perpetuate 
were all won and made in an era long since 
passed, the association was organized with 
the distinct understanding that religious mat- 
ters were not to be discussed or interfered 
with in any manner, and that it was to have 
no connection whatever with the politics of 
the present day; therefore, we must steer 
clear of all such entaglements; as the const!- 
tution plainly states, ‘‘Nor any political ac- 
tion shall be permitted within the federation 
of United Confederate Veterans,’’ and conse- 
crate all of our efforts solely to the objects 
stated in the constitution.

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MISSIONARY ALLIANCE: ~ 
HEADQUARTERS IN ATLANTA 


Another move showing that Atlanta is 
the center of all things southern is the 
establishment of the headquarters of the 
Southern Christian and Missionary Alli- 
ance in this city. 

As is well known, this organization is 
one of the most active and influential mis- 
sionary bodies in the world, supporting 
upward of 300 missionaries in the for- 
eign field. For many years the camp- 
meetings of the organization held at Old 
Orchard, Me., have afforded an incident 
of strong national interest, remarkable 
for the vast sums contributed to missions 
by the worshipers while under the influ- 
ence of the religious fervor, for which 
these summer gatherings of mission en- 
thusiasts are noted. 

For some time it has been considered 
expedient to have a distinctively southern 
sub-division of the Christian and Mission- 
ary Alliance, and the selection of Atlan- 
ta as headquarters has resulted in the 
taking of that step. The officers of the 
southern wing are already in the city 
and will shortly be fully equipped to car- 
ry on their new line of work. A two- 
story building has been leased at 133 
Whitehall street as a mission station, in 
which devotional services will be held 
daily. The building for the home of the 
general southern officers of the alliance 
has not yet been secured. 

A Bible institute will also be established 
in Atlanta, in which southern intending 
missionaries be educated and trained for 
the field. This department in itself is of 
no little magnitude. 


Atlanta has for some time been the 


scene of annual Christian and missionary 
alliance campmeetings; and this brancB 
of the work will be stimulated and en- 
larged by the new oftder of things. ‘It is 
expected to make néxt summer’s camp- 
meeting very much on the Old Orchard 
order,

REASONS WHY COUNTY TAX 
RATES DIFFER SO WIDELY 


The rate of taxation in the 137 counties 
of Georgia for the current fiscal year 
varies all the way from $2.00 to $11.80 per 
$1,000, as is shown by the returns of coun- 
ty tax rates made to Comptroller Gen- 
eral W. A. Wright.;, 

The figures form an interesting study, 
and they are doubtless carefully consid- 
ered by the prospective investor or set- 
tler in this or that section of the state. 

Some days ago a citizen of Baldwin 
county wrote to the comptroller general 
stating that the county tax rate in his 
county was 11 mills, or $11 per $1,000, and 
asking if there was any county in the 
state with a higher rate than that. It 
wag found by reference to the returns 
that the rate in .McIntosh county was 
$11.30 per $1,000, which is the highest in 
the state. The Constitution published the 
fact at the time, calling attention also to 
the lowest county rate, that of Effing- 
ham, which is only $2 per $1,000. Based 
on that article, a correspondent writes 
as follows to The Constitution: 

Editor Constitution—A few days ago I clip- 
ped from your columns a statement concern- 
ing the tax rate of the several counties in 
Georgia—‘‘MgIntosh leads with $11.30 per 
thoucar.d, with Baldwin a close second, $1I 
per thousand.’’ 

I wish to inform your readefs that Marion 
county carries the banner for high taxes, the 
assetsment for 1900 being $14.30 per thou- 
sand. This is official, as a letter upon my 
desk from the tax collector certifies; and yet 
Marion has no recent public improvements. I 
would be glad if you would publish the tax 
rate of every county in the state, and the 
reasons as far as possible for the vast dif- 
ference between Effingham, 
$14.30. 

I would be glad if one of the leading citi- 
zens of Marion, like the Hon. C. Horace Mc- 
Call, and one from Effingham, like Colonel 
William Lufburrow, would write of the ctatus 
of affairs in their respective counties and 
publish it in The Constitution. Very respect-

The mistake Mr. Carpenter makes in 
putting Marion county at the top of the 
list for high taxes is in failing to sep- 
arate the state and county rate. The 
state tax rate, as fixed by the last ses- 
sion of the general assembly, is 5.20 mills, 
or $5.20 per $1,000. The county tax rate 
for Marion county is $9.10 per $1,000, and 
the sum of the state and county rates in 
that county is $14.30. 

The county tax rates are all returned to 
the comptroller general annually by all 
counties through which railroads run. 
This has been required since. the passage 
of the law providing for the taxation of 
railroads by counties, for the reason that 
returns of railroad companies are made 
to the comptroller general, and not to 
county tax receivers, and the comptroller 
general collects the tax for the counties. 
The following is a list of the county tax 
rates for the current fiscal year, as re- 
turned to the comptroller general, the 
counties having no railroads and not 
making returns being indicated by a 
dash. The figures given are in mills per 
dollar, or they may be taken as dollars 
per $1,000:

Mr. Carpenter is doubtless one of many 
who would like to know why there is 
such a wide variance between the tax 
rates in the various counties. There is a 
vast difference between $2 and $11.30 per 
$1,000, and there are many reasons for 
this and the other differences shown in 
the foregoing table. It will be noticed 
that the average county tax rate is 
somewhere around $6 per $1,000, and that 
many of the counties have a rate be- 
tween $4 and $6. By 

Only a few of the general reasons for 
the wide variation in some of 
the county tax rates can be 
given here, for in some instances 
there are purely local reasons why the 
rate is higher or lower than the average 
Effingham county may have adopted a 
policy of retrenchment, while Baldwin or 
McIntosh may have. had some extraor- 
inary expenses to meet. The building of 
a jail or a courthouse in a county whose 
assessed property vajues are small would 
cause considerable increase in the tax 
rate, perhaps for a period of two or three 
years. The stopping of public improve- 
ments for a year or two would, on the 
other hand, materially reduce the county 


rate. 

Some counties of the state appropriate 
money to support the school systems, not 
only of the counties but of the cities wfth- 
in them as well, while others do not. Take 
Richmond county, for instance, in which 
the county tax rate is $7.20 per $1,000. Of 
that amount $2.60 per $1,000 is levied for 
schools alone, and the bulk of the funds 
thus raised goes to the support of the 
public schools in Augusta. The same is 
true in Chatham county, where $80,000 is 
annually appropriated to the schools, most 
of which are in Savannah. Fulton coun- 
ty, on the other hand, has a low tax 
rate, $3.70 per $1,000, because the county 
does not contribute to the schools in the 
city of Atlanta. The property owners 
pay the tax for this purpose, but they pay 
it to the city instead of to the county. 

Some counties in the state have a cer- 
tain amount of expenses to bear and 
they must get the money to do it from 
the property within the county. The 
smaller the assessed value of that proper- 
ty, the higher must be the tax rate in 
order to get the amount required. In 
many counties there are large tracts of 
land which cannot. be assessed at more 
than $1 per an acre. If in two counties 
requiring about the same amount for run- 
ning expenses, the property values in one 
amount to $200,000 and the other to 
$2,000,000, the tax rate in the former must 
necessarily be ten times as large as in the 
latter. This is, of course, an extreme 
case, but it clearly illustrates the point. 

In the next place many counties have 
important bridges to build and maintain; 
some counties, where the formation is ad- 
vantageous, can construct their roads at 
one-half the cost in others; some coun- 
ties build expensive courthouses and jails, 
while others do not, and finally some 
counties are probably hampered by ex- 
travagant administrative officials, while 
in others a spirit of economy prevails. 
Many_other reasons might be enumerated, 
but these will serve to show why in many 
cases some county rates are higher than 
others. 

It will be noticed that in a large number 
of the counties the tax rate is $4.80 or

The reason for this is | 
that the combination of the state and 
county rate makes an even figure and dis- 
penses with much of the difficulty of cal- 
culation. Some county, for instance, may 
find that it must levy a tax of $4.75 per 
$1,000. The state rate being $5.20, would 
make the combination $9.95, so in order 
to make it an even figure for convenience 
in calculation, the county commissioners 
add 5 cents per $1,000 and the tax collec- 
tor computes with the total rate of $10, 
or 10 mills, which is exactly 1 per cent.
